A Matter of Town Planning 


There is something radically wrong 
with civic administration foresight when 
the Chamber of Commerce has to call at- 
tention to town planning changes whose 
urgency is apparent to everybody. 

Thus, when the Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce sensibly proposes that a 
through east-west arterial highway be 
constructed somewhere between Jasper 
avenue and 104 avenue to take the traffic 
pressure off Jasper, it is offering a sugges- 
tion that every citizen knows is sound and 


essential. 


But if the need for such a development 
is so completely obvious, why has it not 
been high on the priority list of civic pro- 


jects? 


The truth is that traffic facilities are 
matters of town planning. And town plan- 
ning in Edmonton has been regarded by 
the administration as an amusing and not 
too entertaining mental exercise, 

Time after time when the Town Plan- 
ning Commission has come up with efforts 
to give intelligent direction to the growth 
of Edmonton, their plans have been shoved 
aside with the patronizing tolerance usu- 
ally reserved for the more preposterous 


proposals of children. 


This contemptuous 
town planning has been halted, to some ex- 
tent, by the unanimous endorsation by the 
city council of the principle of employing 
a paid, professional town planner. 

This present Chamber of Commerce 
demand for an east-west arterial highway 
to relieve congestion on Jasper emphasizes 
with force and directness, the immediate 
and urgent need for the implementation 
of that resolution of council. 

Town planning should not depend

The national convention of the 
Progressive Conservative Party 
in Ottawa, Sept. 30 and Oct. 1 
and 2, will be the fourth national 


convention of the party for the 
purpose of choosing a new 
leader. 

From the time of Sir John A 


Macdonald until 1927 no national 
conventions of the party were 
called for this purpose. The new 


leader was always selected by 
the Senators and Members of 
Parliament representing the 
party, from among their own 
number 

The first national convention 


was held in Winnipeg in October 
1927, and was made necessary 
by the resignation of Right Hon 
Arthur Meighen in the preceding 
year. Hon. Hugh Guthrie, tem 
porary House leader of the 
party, called a meeting in No- 
vember, 1926, at which a con 
vention committee was establish- 
ed, with himself as chairman and 
Arthur Merriam as secretary 
There were 38 members of this 
committee on which each prov- 
ince was represented, Most of 
the work of organizing was done 
by Major General A, D, McRae. 

The 1927 convention opened in 
Winnipeg's Amphitheatre Rink 
on October 10, with bagpipes and 
drums heralding the entry of Mr 
Guthrie, On the platform were 
two former Prime Ministers—Sir 
Robert Borden and Mr. Meighen 
There were also provincial Pre-

This kind of thing will go on 
more than 100 separate times over 
some four miles of hill, dale and 
sand pit, leaving the devotee ex 
hausted, depressed and mildly 
murderous 

Yet within the next three days 
(or whatever those statistics are) 
he'll be right back up there to 
try it all over again, Oh, in- 
domitable little chap!

fusion is simply that the player 
hasn't the remotest idea of what 
the ball is likely to do Each 
shot, in effect, is an awful or de- 
lightful surprise. It is not un. 
usual, in fact, for the thing to 
careen off at right angles, rise 
straight up, trickle off the end of 
the tee or, not infrequeatly, to re. 
main unmoved. The latter pheno- 
mena usually occurs on the first 
tee in full view of 10,000 spec. 


tators.

Promise 

It requires no advanced psy- 
chology to explain why golf Is as 
relentless a habit as heroin or sal- 
mon fishing 

The chief reason for this Is that 
the duffer is constantly given sly 
reminders that the game 
can, in fact, be mastered. The ‘aw 
of averages being what it is 
there’s bound to be one or two 
well-hit balls in a hundred. 

A man may reach the very pit 
of despair, then, in blind fury, 
lash out at the pasty little sphere 
and see it go sailing away as 
straight and true as a surveyors 
line, a thing of pure and serene 
beauty, This will keep a man 
going for weeks since the duffers 
mind conveniently discards the 
bloopers and embraces the mem- 
ory of the miracle, (1 play golf 
with a man who talks of such 
shots as far back as 1924.) 

It is a game, too, that never 
quite satisfies the player. The 
man who breaks 100 dreams of 
breaking 90. So it goes. My 
friend Stan Leonard is frequent. 
ly as irate and gloomy about his 
game as the worst Sunday 
thrasher, 

Still, for the non-athletic male 
who gets no exercise any other 
way, who feels the light touch of 
Mother Nature only at the end of 
a slice or hook, golf gives its own 
rewards for the suffering and 
pain and some day, some wonder- 
ful someday, the whole mystery 
may come to him in a blinding 
flash

The shirt-sleeve diplomacy em- 
ployed by Britain, the Jnited 
States and France in calling on 
Moscow for a showdown in the 
Berlin controversy is culculated 
to serve several purposes 

1, To make it plain that ap- 
peasement is out of the window 

2. To serve notice that the 
three democracies won't be bul- 
lied into abandoning their posi- 
tions, 

3. To put the Russians on the 
spot before world opinion as 
malingerers in the cause of peace 
and rehabilitation If they fail to 
co-operate, 

If these purposes are truly 
served, then that in itself will be 
a notable achievement by the 


western powers, However, we 
shouldn't fail to note that this 
won't necessarily bring us any 


nearer a settlement of the “cold 
war” with the Communists In 
fact it will be mighty surprising 
if it does 

We may be dead sure,J believe, 
that even though the Reds may 
make some concessions here and 
there as a matter of expediency, 
they won't abandon their world 
revolution for the spread of Com 
munism until it either sueceeds or 
blows up im their faces, 


The democraci are insisting 
on a clean-cut “yes” or “no” an- 
swer to the question of whether 
a Berlin settlement is possible 
along lines already broadly drawn 
at the recent Moscow and Berlin 
conferences Any settlement 
would involve a lifting of the Rus- 
sian food and fuel blockade of the 
German capital, The trio on their 
part are willing to make the con- 
cession of accepting the Soviet 
mark as sole currency for Berlin, 
providing this currency is under 
four-power authority. 

Meantime Britain and the Un- 
ited States are openly tightening 
up their defences for conting- 


encies 

But don't get any mistaken 
ideas from these developments 
They are purely precautionary 


and are not invitations to war 
Moscow will take due note of 
all this, and it's not unlikely will 
also take some heed, because the 
indications are that Russia doesn't 
want to start another major war
